Olty Council. 

Tin K.sn.iv, Nov. 10. 

A special meeting of the Council was 
held at 3j4S p.m. ITesent: His Worship 
the Mayor in the chair, and Oouna. Boyd, 
Shakespeare, Smith, Kinsman, Vigeliua 
and Wrigolsworth. 

The subject of the electric light was 
tha business on hand, and several ques' 
tiona put by the committee and 
anaiwored by the agent of the Brush Light 
Co. , Mr, E, Futtall, were read by the 
ch;rk, after which Coun. Boyd moved 
that the Council go into committee of the 
whole on the question. 

Seconded and carried, the M.ayor in the 
chair. 

Coun. Boyd then moved the adoption 
of the report, that the Mayor bo authoriz- 
ed to sign the contract with the Brush 
Electric Light Co. 

Coun. Vigelius was in favor of the pro- 
position, as the city had nothing to lose 
and nothing to risk in making the ar- 
rangement proposed by the Brush Light 
Co. Ho believed that the company would 
erect the towers and work the whole 
thing at a reasonable rate. He would 
second the motion of Couii. Boyd. 

Coun. Smith doubted wliether the 
Council liad the power to appropriate 
such a lump sum from the revenue of the 
city. His calculations were that an en- 
gine of 30 h. p. would consume SSOlbs. 
of coal per hour; an engineer would cost 
SIOOO per annum; carbons about §350; 
and besides there would be a groat many 
other contingencies. The lighting of the 
city would certainly cost more than is 
now paid for gas. 

His Worship wished to know how much 
it was going to cost per year. 

Coun. Smith, in reply, stated that Mr. 
Spaulding did not know how much i)er 
annum the scheme was going to cost. 

Coun. Vigelius disputed the calcula- 
tions of Coun. Smith and thought that 
on the question of finance there would 
be no diflSculty. Good value would be 
given for the 812,300, and he would stake 
his reputation on the success of the 
scheme. 

Cuun. Boyd had calculated that the 
engine would not consume more than 
"iA Iha. of fuel an hour per horso power 
and made some remarks from Cham- 
ber's Encyelopedia iji proof of his con- 
tention. His idea was that if the power 
was not obtained from Haynes & LoToIl 
or from some other engine, one might bo 
l)ut up and in five years it and the whole 
thing would become tlio property of the 
oity. The people in tlio suburbs were 
as much entitled to light .as those in the 
centre of the eity and with the electric 
light all would share the illumination 
alike. He then spoke of proofs of the 
success of the light in the papers. 

His 'Worship — Yes; there was some- 
thing in the paper this morning on the 
other side of the question. 

Coun. Boyd continued to quote from 
journals on the desirability and cheap- 
ness of the electric light and assorted that 
it would prove a great success here. 

Coun. Smith replied to Coun. Boyd 
and contended that it would cost S3050 
per annum to run the machinery and pro- 
duce the light. 

In reply to Coun. Wriglcsworth, Coun. 
Smith stated that his calculation was for 
an average of 8 hour.s per niglit for 305 
nights. 

A desultory conversation here occurred 
in which tiio chairman and several ooun- 
cillota took jpart. 

Coun. Wriglesworth thought that coun- 
cillors were getting away from the ques- 
tion. If the company wore prepared to 
do what they had promised he could not 
see any objection tu the proposition. 
They certainly knew what they were do- 
ing as they had fully studied the thing 
out. I TJie agreement is to be made with 
Mr. Spaulding and not the agent who 
Imd Luuii iiuguliating with the Council. 
Now, if the Council wish it Mr. Spauld- 
ing >v6uld come out and then the Coun- 
cil cbuld deal with him. The bargain ho 
considered would bo a good one, and if 
tho^'city paid for the cost of erecting the 
tow^ then in five years all tlie cost 
would be confined to running expenses. 
He could not see were the risk was as 
there would be no payment unless the 
scheme was a success. He had no desire 
to force the electric light on; but if it was 
really as represented then why not adopt 
it I Mr. Spaulding might come here and 
then if the Council could make a satisfac- 
tory bargain well and good. If not, ho 
for one would oppose the scheme. The 
Council should go a step further and get 
this gentleman out so as to see what could 
be done. 

His Worship remarked that according 
to Coun. Boyd's own calculation the light 
would cost §2800 per annum, as interest 
on the capital would have to bo added. 
He would suggest tliat councillors should 
draw up a contract to be laid before the 
Council for consideration. 

Coun. SiiaJ^espOj^ra was in favor of the 
olootrio light and in favor of the method 
of paying that had been voted on at the 
polls. Ho was also in favor of a resolu- 
tion renuesting Mr. Spaulding to come 
hero arid erect tlirec towers if a sufficient

I isfactory to the Mayor and Council; and 
further that if satisfactory ariangenieiit.s 
shall be entered into then that the Coun- 
cil will pay the conqiany in aucord.f.iee 
with tho bylaw; also that tho said com- 
pany ahall guarantee tho successful run- 
ning of the said light for a term of two 
months; and further that Mr. It. Nuttall 
be authorized to forward a copy of this re- 
solution forthwith to Mr. A. C. Spauld- 
ing. It being distinctly understood that 
he will defray all expenses in connection 
with his coming to Victoria. 

Coun. Wrigleaworthadviscd Coun. Boyd 
to adopt the amendment and drop the 
motion. 

Coun. Shakespeare could see no ob- 
jection to the amendment. It was not 
an attempt to kill the scheme, it was only 
to cany the thing to a successful issue. 

Coun. Kinsman thought he should 
have a show to say somott)ing aa he was a 
ratei)ayer as well as li councillor for 
the present. Ho was opposed to tlie 
electric light, eveiybody know that. Ho 
thought no contractor would come hero 
to put up the towers witiiout a sufficient 
guarantee for so doing. It was a question 
in his mind as to where the money was to 
come from. But he had iKithing further 
to say if the action of tho people at the 
polls was to bo carried out. Ilowever he 
would vote against the amendment. 

The amendment was put and carried. 

Comniittee then rose and reported and 
tho amendment was carried (n Council. 

Council adjourned. 

Marino. 

The barque Yarra, of Melboure, Capt. 
Shot, will complete discliarging to-day 
and will leave at once either for ftloody- 
villo or Humbult Bay. This vessel is 
about 500 tons burdun, and is owned by 
David Blair iV; Cn. , Melbourne. She is 
one iif the finest specimens of naval arch- 
itecture frequenting this port, is 11 years 
old and rated A I at Llofds for 100 years. 
Outside and in, cabins andhold, alow and 
aloft she is a model of neatness and 
cleanliness. As she carries a donkey en- 
gine her cargo m'.ih soon taken out; and 
was found to be in perfect condition. 
Her sailing qualities, as demonstrated by 
her trip of GOOD miles in 2'ih days, from 
Yokohama to Victoria, are of a ?ery high 
order. This was an average of more than 
250 miles a day from the time of leaving' 
the western side of the great Pacific. Her 
greatest run in 24 hours was .'520 miles, 
nearly 14 miles per hour. The trip from 
Hongkong to Yokohama was made in 21 
days in the teeth of the strong trade 
winds which prevail in the Fall of the 
year in those waters. 

A southeaster last Friday afternoon 
threw the stranded barque Ti. Broughton 
on her bojim ends, and at in the even- 
ing tlie tide was washing over her. She 
will, of course, be a total wreck. Tho 
wreck of the Lanimerlaw has entirely dis- 
appciirod. These are tho two vessels that 
went ashore near Columbia river last 
week. It was thought then that the R. 
Broughton could be saved.

The charges against several ladies of 
the bciiii ino)uic residing chiefly on Broad 
street, for vending liquor without licences 
created much interest in the police court 
Long before tho inaigistrato's arrival a 
large crowd had assembled in tho court 
room. 

All the defendants were present. 
The first ciso brought on wnn against 
Jonnio Bell, who was charged with unlaW' 
fully carrying on the occupation of ven 
dor of spirituous liquors by i-etail at £ 
house known as No. 12 on Broad street. 

Mr. Drake for prosecution aha Mr. T. 
Davie for defence. 

Oflicer Gaydon, sworn — On Nov. 7th 
Orticer Hough wont with him to the house 
No. 12; went in at tho front door between 
and 10 in the evening; saw the lady of 
tho house in court; witness called for 
drinks and took brandy, and paid a dol- 
lar for it; tho defendant Jennie Bell gave 
tlie liquor and took the money for it; an- 
other iadj' was pivsont but witness did 
not know her name; the brantly was 
br( uglit in from another roo.ni on a tray. 

'J'o Mr. T. Davie — Am .i, member of tho 
police force, but was not in uniform; 
Hough was no,t in uniform; did not know 
whether the' Iadies know tliat Hough was 
a police ollieer; h.ad been in tho force 
about a week; had been on before; could 
not say that tlie police were in the habit 
of goiuK to such houses; did not frequent 
thoni himself ; otlicer Hough did not in- 
troduce witness; paid the money to Alias 
Boll. (Witness hero went acro.ss and 
nointed out tho lady in question, the 
third one from tho east end of the room.) 

Officer Hough sworn — Kecolleoted the 
evening of the 7lh; between '.) and 10 
ii'clock went in company with otlicer 
(laydoii to defendant's house. No. 
Broad street; after being thoro a short 
time Gaydon called for tho drinks; wit- 
ness took a drink of brandy; other drinks 
wore brought in; the defendant and an- 
other young lady in court were in the 
room; defendant supplied the liciuor and 
tho money was put on the tray; no re- 
mark was made regarding pay; two half 
dollars wore put on tho tray; was not 
aware that the limao is Ueenseid; beUevod 
that ho had seen liquor sold tKoro'lbefore; 
had seon it frequently during the past 
year and lud paid for it hin>self ; was de- 
tailed by tho superintendent for tho spe- 
cial duty of seeing if liquor was sold in 
those houses; tho two ladies dressed in 
black, the second and third from tho left, 
were the i>arties that wore in tho room. 

To Mr. T. Davie— Had been in the 
habit of going to their houses for infor- 
mation, had had drinks in those places 
repeatedly; liquor had been often sold 
and the polise raised no objectiona ; was 
a servant of the corporation and was paid 
as such; could not say that any pay was 
demanded for the li<iuor; money was car- 
ried away on tlio tray with tho empty 
glasses; there had been no trouble in the 
house except on one occasion; the house 
was kept in an orderly manner; there had 
been no complaints from tha neighbors, 
Dr. Trimble, Mr. Cooke and others; ofli- 
cer Gaydon put the money on the tray. 

To the Court — Two bits a glass is the 
regular price for drinks in tlieao houses; 
there were four drinks; defendant took 
the tray and money away with her. 

Supt. O'Connor, sworn — Last witnesses 
were acting under his instructions for tho 
purpose of ascertaining if liquor was sold 
in the Broad street houses without a 
license and money paid fur it; this had 
been done in consequence of complaints 
that had been made; house No. 12 is not 
licensed nor has tlie dofendant a license. 

To Mr. T. Davie— Complaints had boon 
made nut only against this particular 
house, but against all such houses on 
Broad street; they were not made by re- 
sidents in the vicinity. 

Mr. T. Davie considered that the time 
of tho Court ought not to be taken up by 
going further into this case as thoro had 
been an entire mistake in identifying the 
defendant by tho officers; there was no 
evidence whatever against Miss Bell, 
tlicrofore, it was unnccossaiy to proceed 
further in the business. 

Mr. Drake replied that tho objections 
raised l)y iMr. Davie were of no value, as 
tlio name was of no consequence and did 
not guide the matter atall; oflicer H(mgh 
had pointed out the dofendant, and she 
carried awav the tray with the money on 
it. 

His Honor remarked that there . wa.i a 
direct conflict in tho evidence of tho two 
ofBcers as to the identity of the defend- 
ant in tho case; and under the circum- 
stances he could not do ntherwiso than 
dismiss it. 

Mr. Davie applied for costs. 
Uis Honor could not dismiss thu ta-su 
with costs. 

The next charge was against Mrs. Mor- 
gan, living at a house on Broughtcm 
street. 

Oflicer Gaydon, sworn — Went in the 
evening of tho 7th to dufondant's houae 
on Broughton street between Government 
and Broad streets about 10 o'clock; Offi- 
cer Uougli was with him; was shown into 
tlie liouse by Mrs. jNIorgan ; called fur 
sometliing to drink and Mrs. Morgan 
brought in brandy; witness, Hough and 
three ladies drank; paid $1.00 for tho 
liijuor; the money was carried away on 
the tray with the glasses. 

Cross-examination was similar to the 
former case. Witness had heard no com- 
plaints against the manner in which tho 
house in question is conducted; got the 
money in question out of his own pocket; 
it wm hi.f own, he did not steal it. 

Officer Hougli's evidence was chiefly 
confirmatory. Witness had seen liquor 
sold in this houae before. 

Supt. O'Connor, sworn — There had 
beeu one complaint against tho house for 
selling liquor without a license; a man 
had been kept thoro for five days and 
drunk all the time; had sent the con- 
stable to caution the defendant on two 
occasions. 

To Mr. Davie— No aotion was taken 
against Mrs. Morgan because no evidence 
could bo obtained to prove tho charge 
against her. 

Mr. T. Davio hoped that tho magistrate 
would take a comprehensive view of the 
case. If such houses were kept disorder- 
ly they were a nuisance in tho communi- 
ty and indictable, but in this case nothing 
disorderly existed. The learned counsel 
dwelt at lengtii on the question at 
issue. He said that no complaints 
had been made .against these houses by 
neighboring residents and thci'eforo 
they should be let alone. Under the act 
it was almost impossible to prove that the 
business of selling liquor without license 
was carried on. He characterized the 
informant in this case as a .ntisgit^ded 
man ; and said the proceedings wore en- 
tirely untenable, as no proof whatever 
had been adduced that tho business of 
liquor selling had bi^en followed. An 
isolated case of selling was not sufficient 
to sustain tho charge. The by law under 
which the charge was laid and the act 
conferring the right to pass it were iiUm 



i li fi, as it was delegating to a municipality 
a power which only the parliament pos 
aes.scd. Counsel quoted from tho B.N. Ac 
Act and other authurities. He contended 
ill this connectioli that powers delegated by 
tho Imperial parliament to tho local 
legislature could not bo delegated again. 

Mr. Drake would not follow Mr, Davie 
on a question that was well considered in 
"Waltlius." Tho question was whether 
or not liquor had been sold in this house. 
He argued that the selling had been con- 
tinuous. As tho matter had been brought 
forward by the supt. of police it must be 
decidud. Thu injustice of li(iUor being 
sold in sUcli a manner was great to all 
who were paying licenses for selling and 
should bo looked after. He contended 
that the act of selling was not an isolated 
one. It liad been proved that five drinks 
had been sold and paid for and he consi- 
dered that there should be a conviction. 
Tho question as to wheihor tho local leg- 
islature had the right to delegate power to 
the municipality was one that need not 
be discussed in the Police Court. It 
should fie'lett to a Higher tribunal. 

His Honor would not enter into the 
last objection of Mr. Davie, but would 
leave that for a higher court. Tliero did 
not appear to be any doubt of tho sale of 
liquors in tlie liouac. Tho object of tho 
police was a proper ono and had occupied 
their attention for somo time. He would 
conviefc"thS,defSniitot in thia caso and 
would ros'eryo Iiis s^rttonco till tho other 
cases had been hoard. 

Mr. Davie requested that sentence 
might bo passed as ho would advise the 
defendant to give herself into custody 
and then apply for a writ of habeas corpus

Nobody knows the 
origin of the rumor, though whatever 
ministerial gossip appears in tlie Stan- 
dard is commonly supposed to proceed 
directly or indirectly from Mr. Chamb- 
erlain. Gladstone's decorous but un- 
mistakable repudiation at Knowsley of 
Chamberlain's Liverpool avowal that 
tho land act was the offspring of the 
land leaguG is not considered palatable 
to his Birmingham colleague. 

The movement for Euglisli reform 
is represented thus far as a luovcment 
in conspicuous leadershi^j and well de- 
fined purpose. NoboHyi supposes that 
the programme of the''farmer s alliance 
will be taken up by either political 
party. Lord Harrigan speaking last 
night extinguished tho hopes foolishly 
expressed in sonie quarters that ho 
might put himself at the head of an 
English agitation based upon tho prin- 
ciples of the Irish land act. He con- 
sidered that tho present distress of tho 
English farmers is due to tho weather 
ratlior than to tlie landlords, but he 
repeated the former declaration that 
tiie farmer is entitled to relief by 
legislation from the present system so 
far as it is artificial and unsound, de 
daring that he favored legislative se 
curity for the tenant's capifal,' labor 
and resulting improvements, but that 
ho was opposctl to the notion that the 
tenant was entitled in con.sequence to 
the improvements afi^ccted, under a 
priority right in the soil. He argued 
that the bad times bo fought through 
by the co orportion of all classes inter- 
ested in agriculture. Elsewhere it has 
been remarked that the Engli.sh land- 
lords are voluntarily making tho ten- 
ant.s a reduction equal to the amount 
that will i)rol)ably be enforced on the 
Irish. 

Fawcett's disapproval of tiie English 
agrarian aims which preceded Lord 
Hartington'a, discourages the radicals 
even more than the political tourna- 
ment which occupied the country's at- 
tention during the past week and has 
practically .( ondMi> - jTho conservatives, 
on iihB"wfiolej[ ai"o taking no solid ad- 
vantage '..frpfn the attacks which Salis- 
l)ury, 'Northcote and some others made 
on the government. Oratorical ly the 
conservatives were hopelessly over- 
matched. The replies of Gladstone, 
Chambarlain, Fawoett, Sir William 
Harcourt and Lord Roseberry in 
Scotland disposed easily of hostile criti- 
cisms and has enhanced the general 
confidence in the government which 
stands to-day unquestionably stronger 
than when parliament adjourned. 

Thanks largely to Gladstone's ener- 
getic Irish policy tho tory gains in the 
municipal elections, though numeri- 
cally considerable have little political 
significance. The liberal losses are duo 
mostly to Irish desertion, 

London, Nov. 6. — A correspondent

The Herald's London special says; 
A rumor is current in political circles 
that negotiations are afoot for the re- 
lease of suspects on condition that they 
will stand aloof and let the land act 
have a fair trial.
